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INTRODUCTION 


The academic year 1955-56 marked the twenty- 
second consecutive year of broadcasting of Indiana 
State Teachers College over Radio Station WBOW, 
one of the longest records of education service over 
a commercial radio station for any college or uni- 
versity in the United States. Throughout the year, 
recognization of this fact was made in all publicity 
releases and in the broadcasts over WBOW. This 
report will show in detail the educational and public 
service activities of the Radio Division during this 
academic year, 


USE OF WBOW FACILITIES 


From July, 1955 to June 30, 1956, Indiana State 
Teachers College presented over WBOW a total of 
368 broadcasts representing 3,822 minutes of radio 
time. Indiana State Teachers College presented over 
WBOW-FM a total of 356 broadcasts representing 
3,711 minutes of radio time. The combined broad- 
casts over WBOW-AM and WBOW-FM in a grand 
total of 724 broadcasts totaling 7,533 minutes of 
radio time. This time was granted to the college 
free of all charge by WBOW. The Director of 
Radio-TV, on behalf of Indiana State College, 
takes this opportunity to thank Mr. W. F. Rippetoe, 
Manager of WBOW, Mr. Ralph McHarge, Program 
Director of WBOW, and the members of the 
WBOW-AM and WBOW-FM staffs for thier perfect 
cooperation which has made this broadcast service 
possible,
